Very  little  progress  has  been  ,rnade  regarding  the  purchase 
of  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company's  Undertaking.  The  Parli^entary 
Agents,  appointed  by  the  Bridport  Borough  and  Bridport  Rural  District 
Councils'  Joint  Committee,  submitted  a Draft  Order  which  was  considered 
by  the  Committee  in  September,  but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  further 
progress  was  reported  to  the  two  Councils, 

On  27th  September,  195^ » the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  stated 
that  250,000  g.p.d,  were  going  into  the  reservoir  supplying  Bridport, 
and  the  Urban  area  of  the  Bridport  Rural  District  adjacent  to  the 
Borough. 

Two  sa^nples  were  taken  for  analyses  from  the  mains  and  both  were 
satisfactory,  A saiaple  of  well  water  supplying  a house  where  a case 
of  Typhoid  had  been  notified,  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
owner  on  being  notified,  immediately  got  the  house  connected  to  the 
mains. 

Approximately  I40  houses  take  their  water  from  outside  taps. 

P-pRinRge  nnd  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  Reports,  the  East  Beaoh  is  grossly  polluted 
with  sewage  from  the  outfall  situated  in  the  middle  of  this  beach  and 
through  which  all  the  sewage  from  the  Borough  end  parts  of  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  empties  untreated  into  the  sea# 

The  Oounoil  in  June,  after  considering  a Report  from  their 
Consultant  Engineers,  resolved  that  the  proposals  in  the  Report  viz. 
installation  of  a. Oomrainutor,  storm  pump,  and  replacing  and  extending 
the  outfe.ll  pipe,  be  adopted  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  approval 
and  loan  spnction.  An  Official  from  the  Ministry  visited  Bridport 
on  June  25th,,  end  following  upon  his  visit,  the  Ministry  in  August, 
approved  the  scheme  for  (a)  repair,  and  extension  of  the  outfall, 

(b)  installation  of  pumps,  electrically  driven  and  in  duplicate,  to 
cut  in  when  necessary  to  pump  the  whole  of  the  flow  of  sewage  in  the 
outfeJ-l  to  sea  against  adverse  conditions  of  the  tide,  (c)  reconstruction 
of  overflow  chamber,  and  that  the  scheme  be  put  out  to  tender  at  once. 

The  Consultant  Engineers,  ho^vever,  stated  that  because  of  the  lateness 
in  the  year  the  work  could  not  be  oommenced  until  1952.  In  answer 
to  a query  why  ohe  Oomminutor  was  oramitted  from  the  approval,  the 
Ministry  in  October,  stated  that  a Oomminutor  was  neither  desirable 
nor  advisable, 

4,109  feet  of  new  sewers  and  drains  to  Council  Houses  and  other 
works,  1,908  feet  to  Private  Building,  new  works,  and  106  feet  to  old 
premises,  were  installed. 

Rivers. 

Ho  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker,  and  Simene, 
during  their  course  through  the  Borough. 
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Public  OleansinR', 

2,000  loads  of  refuse,  representing  2,590  tons,  were  collected 
from  approximately  2,680  dustbins.  The  Karrier  Motor  Refuse  lorry 
is  now  just  over  4 years  old  and  is  prpving  satisfactory.  The  lorry 
is  continually  employed  and  -ii,  manned  by  a driver  and  two  men,  with 
occaeionai  assistance  from  a third  man.  During  the  year,  454, ‘tons 
of  tins,  and  II3  tons  of  paper  were  salvaged  and  baled,  and  Ilf  tons 
of  miscellaneous  salvage  disposed  of.  The  remainder  of  the  refuse 
is  burnt  in  the  Destructor  where  4 iron  are  employed  full  time.  The 
Destructor  is  now  4^  years  old  and  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  its  replacement,  or  resort  to 
some  other  form  of  disposal  e,g.  controlled  tipping.  In  either  case, 

■ . because  Of  lack  of  space,  new  sites  can  only  be  found  outside  the 
Borough  Bouridaries,  In  October,  the  Council  with  this  aim  in  view 
decided  to  approach  the  Bridport  Rural  Council  to  consider  jointly 
the  question  of  refuse  disposal;  and  in  December,  the  latter  Council 
agreed  to  appoint  four  reprenentatlves  to  meet  a similar  number  from 
the  Borpugn,  Street  cleaning  is  carried  out  by  three  full  time 
sweepers  with  street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  5*^7  miles  are 
swept  daily,  1,  mile  three  times  a week,  2,12  miles  twice  weekly, 
and  2. 60  miles  once  a week,

appears  that  the  Nuisance  was  caused  by  low  grade  fuel.

There  are  no  indoor,  swimming  baths,  Ba.thing  takes  place  in 
the  sea,  and  in  the  river  mouth,  which  is  dammed  back  for  Water  Polo 
and  other  aquatic  sports, 

Podent  Control, 

After  a meeting  of  the  four  West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  with 
the  Regional  Pests’  Officer,  the  Borough  agreed  in  principle  to  a 
joint  scheme,  but  because  of  the  refusal  of  one  of  the  Authorities  to 
join,  the  proposed  scheme  was  abandoned.  A’t  present,  a full  time 
Rodent  Officer  is  employed  during  the  six  winter  months.  There  is 
no  rodent  control  during  the  summer  months.  Using  the  block  control 
system,  he  estimates  that  "^00  rats  were  destroyed.

The  Council  decided  to  advertise  for  registration  of  premises 
to  which  the  Act  applies. 

Camping  Sites, 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main 
site  is  at  West  Bay,  and  is  owned  by  the  Council,  who  employ  a full 
time  supervisor  during  the  camping  season.  Water  is  supplied  to 
various  standpipes,  and  there  are  water  closets,  hot  and  cold  showers, 
and  facilities  for  gas  cooking,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  is  made 
in  August,  and.  three  times  a week  during  the  rest  of  the  season  which 
lasts  from  April  to  the  end  of  September,  No  caravans  are  allowed 
to  remain  on  the  site  after  the  3^”^^  September,  During  the  year, 
additional  lavatory  accommodation  was  provided  on  the  north  side  of 
the  site,  consisting  of  four  ladies'  and  two  gents'  water  closets, 
together  with  four  webh  hand  basins.  Concrete  septic  tanks,  near 
the  six  Water  points  were  installed  for  the  reception  of  foul  water. 
These  tanks  are  emptied  by  a tank  emptier.  Additional  roads  are 
being  constructed. 

There  were  accommodated  during  the  season  7>147  persons, 
oil  caravans,  833  cars,  1,264  tents,  268  motor  cycles,  and  I59  beds, 
288  chairs  were  loaned  out  to  the  campers.

Act,  1938  respect  of  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and 
Sale  of  Food  in  the  open  air,  amd  which  came  into  operation  on  l8th. 
September,  1950#  the  Oouncil  derided  in  April  to  put  into  force  the 
following  interpretation  of  Part  111.

stall  is  situated.

HOUSING, 

There  is  no  diminution  in  the  demand  for  Council  Houses, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  waiting  list  contained  e^pproximately 
220  names,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  list  was  still  around  the 
220  mark.  The  Council's  difficulties  are  increased  by  the  fact  that 
no  building  sites  for  new  Council  Houses  are  availably  within  the 
Borough  Boundaries,  and  they  have  been  forced  to  purchase  land  in  the 
adjacent  Rural  District  for  their  building  programmes.  So  far,  the 
Council  have  erected  84  houses  outside  their  area  and  have  bought  land 
on  wliich  to  build  r.  icVirther  IO4  Council  and  55  Private  Enterprise  Houses. 

There  must  be  quite  a number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  which  are 
either  overcro-wded,  sub-standard,  or  unfit  for  habitation,  but  until 
a comprehensive  survey  is  made  no  idea  of  the  numbers  involved  can  be 
ascertained.,  and  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  Council  should 
consider  such  a survey,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  plan  their  future 
housing  programmes  and  also  to  carry  out  their  Statutory  Duties  under 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  more  efficiently.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  were  45  cases  of  Measles  notified  most  of  them  occurring 
in  the  2nd.  quarterj  none  were  notified  during  the  4'tN.  quarter. 

The  majority  of  the  25  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified 
during  the  let;,  quarter. 

There  was  a sharp  outbreak  of  Influenza  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  which  left  in  its  trail  several  cases  of  Pneumonia,  eight 
oases  of  which  occurred  in  persons  65  years  and  over. 

One  case  of  Para-t3^phoid  B.  occurred  in  a man  aged  65  years 
who  had  recently?-  come  to  Bridport;  he  was  kept  under  observation 
for  6 months  until  three  consecutive  faecal  specimens  were  negative, 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  Head  Teachers,  the 
School  Nurse,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Hee.lth  regarding  the  control 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  following  cases  were  notified  from  the 
schools  - Measles  11,  Mumps  Whooping  Cough  7,»  Jaundice  7j  Impetigo  1, 
Verminous  3>  Scarlet  Fever  1. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Counter  Council.  When  not 
performed  by  the  child's  own  Doctor,  immunisation  is  given  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre.  The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  children 
and  others  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated  during  the  year.
